UMass Lowell’s Master of Public Health (MPH) is a 42 credit 
program which provides students the knowledge essential to 
the practice of public health on a global scale. Students develop 
a strong foundation in public health by studying environmental 
health issues, biostatistics, epidemiology, health policy and 
management, and social and behavioral determinants of health, 
as well as study in specialization areas so that graduates gain 
the expertise necessary to address some of the world's most 
pressing problems.

Overdue Accounts

International Students 

The Universtiy of Massachusetts Lowell does not issue a stu¬ 
dent visa document (i.e., Form 1-20 or Form DS-2019, etc.) to 
students for any Online and Continuing Education Programs. 
International students registering for the Division of Online 
and Continuing Education classes must provide proof of non¬ 
immigrant status. Please submit a copy of your current visa 
document (Form 1-20, Form DS-2019, Form 1-797, Employee 
Authorization Card, etc.), visa stamp and 1-94 card, with your 
registration form.

2) Students who are suspended or expelled for disciplinary 
reasons will forfeit all rights to a tuition and fee adjustment.

Please note that you will receive an email at your 
UML email address if you are put into the closed course. 
Check your schedule in SiS to see if you are registered for 
the closed course. If you no longer wish to register for a 
course you are wait listed for, you must remove yourself from 
the wait list through SiS. If you do not remove yourself from 
the wait list, you run the risk of being registered for a course 
and will be responsible for the grade received as well as the 
tuition and fees incurred. 



Emergency Contact Information & Notification System 

As increased concerns regarding security, safety and campus 
emergencies of all types affect University campuses nation¬ 
wide, UMass Lowell has initiated a program that requires stu¬ 
dents to provide and/or verify Emergency Contact Information 
on a regular basis.
